REVIEWED 



"A Muiicul Motley" 

In "A Musical Motley", a delightful 
collodion of essays by Kinesl Xcw- 
man, there is a reference to ".a dio- 
b0Hc.1l new musical Pame, designed, 
apparently, for the amusement of tii» 
public and the eonfuMcm of the critics." 
A number of musical recitals had been 
arranged in London, Manchester, and 
■uher Kn.clish cities, in which the 
names of the cctnposers were with- 
held in order, as it was said, to give 
the music greater freedom to maKe 
its appeal. That may all he very well, 
says Mr. Newman, hut how about the 
musical Critic? How can he reason- 
ably be expected to say whether a 
given piece of music is frood or had 
' unless he knows whether it is by a 
Vnpnor or a Wilkins, a Ncethoven or 
n liinks? The whole thing is a plot 
designed to make the critics look even 
Wgecr fools than they are at present. 

The book reviewer can rarely if ever 
be placed in a similar predicament . 
He deals with new books and modern 
writers, N'one of the targets of his 
critical attack stand upon the heights 
from which Hcethover and Warner 
look down upon the present-day striv- 
ers after expression. He has fewer 
idols which he must reverence and re. 
spect. He is more willing to direct 
his attention to the fee: of clay. 
Kvcn if, through some chance, he were 
to deal roughly with something by 
Conrad or H; C Wells not knowing 
by whom it had been written, he 
would not scandalize his colleagues 
nearly as much as did Newrann with 
his ridicule of a. flute solo of Mozart's 
tinder the impression that it was com- 
pared by a second-rate inngllfch musi- 
cian. 

As ;i literary experiment, it would be 
of more than ordinary interest to set 
a number of reviewers ai work upon 
some acknowledged master-pieces 
knowing nothing about the works or 
their authors. Such book-reviewers 
are of course almost as rare as the 
Great Auk. but possible here and there 
a few might be found. I tremble at 
the thought, of what would happen to, 
say. Shakespeare. Browning, and some 
or Thackeray and Dickens at their 
hands. I can see some of their 
phrases before me, "a total lack of un- 
derstanding of fundamental human 
motives," " a plot that is marred by 
frequent degressions and an entire 
absence of continuity." "language that 
is obscure and often, meaningless." 
I know that 1 myself would say some 
very harsh things aljout a great deal 
or George Eliot . There is probably no 
one of our literary idols who would 
stand erect under the strain of these 
conditions. 

As far as living writers are concern- 
ed — . the same would hold true, but 
witli important differences of degree, 
li is ti commonplace that we usually 
find what we are looking for. 3f we 
pick up for review a book by a man 
who previously has pleased us, we 
shall expect this "nook to be good, and 
the good things in it will be allowed 
to impress us with more than ordin- 
ary vigor. If conditions are reversed, 
and this particular writer has in the 
punt boon one of our pel aversions, the 
book will have to he good indeed if it 
is to overcome any of the anticipatory 
untuKorism with which we read it. 
A little thing by Barrie might be de- 
scribed as "mawkish sentimentalism" 
(whatever that may mean) or as "true 
romance ju its most charming and de- 
lightful form" according to what we 
had decided previously about its auth- 
or. Ah a matter of fact I have seen 
both these opinions, in almost the same 
words, expressed with reference to 
the little Scot. 

If the book reviewer is content mere- 
ly to "review" the book, to give us a 
summary of what it contains, he can 
keep out of trouble very successfully. 
Hut lie wishes, rightly in my opinion, 
to do more tha," that. Perhaps he 
will resemble Maeaulny, in 'this one re- 
Hpecl if in no other, that he will use 
his review merely as a. pog upon which 
to hang his own opinions about what- 
ever topic, and attempt to edtimo.tc 
the value of the book, to judge its 
worth as an artistic production or 
a scientific contribution. In I hat case, 
Heaven hHp the author, tor now per- 
sonality and prejudice rule the roost, 
and these will help to determine 
whether, lor the time being at leatA 
he is to scale Olympus or bury h 
head in the dust. 

To he jiL'cjiidiccd i<i human . To ox- 
jieot'thc book-rovie.wor to be ahyililirj 
else is to deny him an elemental hu- 
man right which the rest of us insist 
on exercising. All that we may legiti- 
mately ask of him is that he be' in- 
dependent in his prejudices, IhiiX he 



An impartial Judgement, however, Is 
not within his sphere. 

From the way In which I have 'been 
laying down tho law, you will un- 
doubtedly Infor that t hade ccrtnliriy. 
not written more than two, or possibly 
three book reviews in my life. You 
are «pille right. 



RECENT^ BOOKS 

"The Ballad Of St. Barbara" 

As a discerning critic çt the Now 
York Times put it only the other day, 
"the trouble with Mr. Chesterton is 
that he is far too Chcslertonian." 
His prose is so often tiresome prolix, 
yawntngly redundant. But the Muse 
of Poetry exacts from her devotees a 
most holy discipline, and when Mr. 
Chesterton discovered that ho could 
write poetry, his readers discovered 
that their idol, shorn forcibly of super- 
flnrious trappings, and driven to the, 
expression of his singular!!)" clever 
thoughts in chiseled language, was 
whole trouble with the Chesterton 
of the prose essays had "been that 
there was far too much of him. 1 
do not intend this for a pointed per- 
sonal remark. 

A year - or so ago he published his 
"rooms", and now within the last few 
months he has given . ills his ."Ballad 
of St. Barbara." . If his first, volume 
was good his second is even better. 
Although 1 would not place the Bal- 
lad itself on a higher plane than that 
wonderful "Ha tile of l.epanto" that 
he gave us in the "Poems", yet he 
spreads a more audacious wing and 
cscends .to.rarer heights In the mora 
recent work. .. This miatrain has. been 
often quoted, and no critic could very 
well fail to do so. It is a description 
of the unleashing of the Allied bat- 
teries in the battle of the Marne: — 
"It opened in the inmost place an in- 
stant beyond uttering, 

•"A casement and a chasm and a 
thunder of doors undone, 
"A seraph's strong wing shaken out 
tho shock of its unshuttering, 

"That split tile shattered sunlight 
from a light behind the sun." 

YYhat can anyone say about tho»« 
lines except that they reveal as bright 
a flash of genuine poetic inspiration 
as any that ever lighted on the great- 
est of our English poets. He has 
caught more than a little of the gor- 
geous power and the movement of 
the great Swinburne: a Swinburne, if 
you can conceive if the enormity of 
it, writing canticles to Our Lady, and 
obscured every now and then by the 
mistical cotton-wcol clouds of a 
Trancis Thompson. For it is a strange 
thing how a man's beliefs will colour 
his poetry. Consider the matchless 
ardour, the worship of beauty in the 
great Pagans, the majestic grimnesa 
of Milton, the conventiality of the 
rather flat Eighteenth Century deists, 
the infantile qualities .and the child- 
like faith of Wordsworth. Tennyson, 
we are told, spent the. beter part of 
his latter jieriod trying to reconcile 
science and religion, and "Jn Mem- 
oriam" is just-- the sort of result one 
would expect. Even an agnostic 
with a thick layer of culture like Al- 
dous Husk}}' betrays himself in his 
"Leda," where the old pagan beauty 
is jostled by the jargon of psychoan- 
alysis. 

And Chesterton had no sooner to 
rhyme two lines together than he was 
stamped on the forehead with all the 
markings of a fin-do-siecle EpglJsh 
Catholic n>o«, -very beautiful, and. often, 
very obscure. J say fln-rc-siecle ad- 
visedly, because Mr. Chesterton 1» 
certainly no Georgian. I mentioned 
Francis Thompson before, and I think 
Mr. Chesterton has caught much of 
his symbolism from him. Consider 
this first quatrain of a poem, "Night- 
mare," which is included in this new 
volume of poems: — ■•- 
"The silver and violet leopard of 
the night 
"Spotted with stars and smooth with 
silence sprang: 
"And though three, doors stood open, 
the end of light 
"Closed like a (rap^and stillness 

nag clang." 
Uut Mr, Cheslertou can climb higher 
than mere obscured beauty when he 
writes of his old heart's love,— Mcdluc- 
valism. Her ;'s the. old Quixote with 
his lance touched tilling a.l the ugly 
sinel windmills of the present day: — 
"It is you who ha.vc ma.de no rubric 
for saints, no raiment for lovers, 
"lour caps that cry for a, feather, 
your roofs. thai jsijçh for o. ppii'c: 
"Is il. n dream from the dead if your 
own decay discovers 
"Alive in the rotting graveyard the 

norm of tho world's du:;lre?" 
There are some other fine pucins 
In this volume that Mr. Chesterton

"Memories of The Future" 

".Memories of tho Future,", a recent 
piece of fiction by n young Catholic 
priest, will be received by many as an 
agreeable anlltode to such works as 
"Tho Time Machine". "Tho YVar In «ho 
Mr", and "The Food of tho Gods" by 
tho world's historian. It is written 
in the. form of an autobiography, told 
naively by an old woman of the aris- 
tocracy in the year of Gracu 13SS, 
which naturally suggests tho literary 
effusions of Margot Asqiilth. How- 
ever, it resembles more, fundamentally 
Edgar Allan Foe's sketch "Molllnta 
Tuuta." <"These things arc of tho 
future"), where perhaps Kuthcr Knox 
got the germ of his book, although 
"Memories of tho Future" deals with 
mere ordinary subjects, such as inti- 
mate— disclosures of life of the sub- 
jcet at school and at Oxford. 

Wo are taken into a world incoii- 
eeveivably different from our age— a 
world where the synonym for "old- 
fashioned" is "Mid-Edwardian," re- 
ferring of course to, the days of I he 
reign of the present rex futures. Of 
particular interest to the learned 
world is the casual mention of the fact 
that students are paid for attending 
lectures— a system which began about 
1930. P.caders of tho "National Geo- 
graphic" will be pleased to hear of the 
erection of a new state in central 
Europe—, or which the nucleus is 
Switzerland. The official tongue 
is American and the state rellslon 
Catholic. There are no thieves in 
this new country, for gentlemen of 
that profession, finding it more re- 
numerative to do so, have turned to 
tho staple industry of the land— ex- 
tracting money from tourists. 

The author of this opus was an 
Anglican clergyman, but recently went 
over to Catholicism, he has retired 
from the world, his interest In mun- 
dane affaire lias not entirely subli- 
mated, as tho latest product of his 
pen eloquently testifies on society of 
to-day, simply with its characteristic 
features curried to extremes, will get 
the fullest satisfaction from it. In 
the society of the latter-day world 
school-girls speak a slang worthy of 
a certain class of contemporaneous 
young people, whose affectation of an 
unintelligible argot Is truly disgusting, 
children hove, no respect for theii- 
elders, women smoke Ilcnson anil 
iiedgôii, and' Mary-HaJter-Eildyfam and 
similar cuit» entirely detached from 
religion are the most popular forms 
of therapeutics. 

Throughout the hook Hie memoir 
style is maintained— particularly that 
slJly wislfulness with which memoir 
writers are prone to refer to the good 
old days gone by. There are no dis- 
crepancies I») the bo.jk, ono „ 0 pn| .. 
tlculur point is dragged In by ji s ears. 
The work, on the whole, Is commend- 
able and entertaining;

Ho 
wishes lo bury bis old self lu Hits 
artists' paradise, bill he finds that It 
Is not so very much different from 
(he world "out thoro"-. There arc Iho 
name lovera and Jealousies, ami hales. 
When ho begins ho can't even turn 
a summersault so I bey give him ;i job 
■• be who gets shipped, and that Is Iho 
tragedy of II all. Thy new role in 
just iho same an (he old ono had been 
In tho. world outside, lie falls In love 
with dainty little Consuclo, the bare- 
back rider, ami sometimes he manages 
to charm her out. of herself by the 
magic or hl s poetry, but then she 
hears the call of Ihc ring and of youth 
again, and "He" becomes only a clown 
In her eyes, just "Ho who gots slap- 
ped." It' is Ihc story of "I Pagllanci" 
over again, but with an Added pathos 
because "Ho" is not really a clown. 
Finally when "He" sees that there is 
only one way of saving Consuelo from 
the spidery baron he takes it, and the 
curtain falls. 

Anyone who knows Andreyev the 
novelist need not be told that the 
dialogue throughout is a continual 
thirst and parry of delicately balanced 
rapiers shot here and there with 
poetic' Slavic, symbolism. It la deci- 
dedly an intellectual play, and there 
Is little in it of the "melancholy Dane" 
Rut all tr.ie tragedy it strikes right 
down to the bed-rock of human urn 
pcd." It is the story of "I Pogliaccl" 
and Muoterlink's "Rurgoinaslèr*' in 
mind tho next time anybody Ltarts 
walling lo me about the decadence of 
tho modern drama he will be treated 
to as fine a display of lurid profanity 
as ever ho witnessed. The drama is 
all right, but wn only got It, horo in 
Montreal about once every three years. 
New York Is a big city, six or seven 
million» I believe; and out of that 
number I hey can comb Ihn few Ihous- 
lindo necessary tu support au institu- 
tion like Theatre Guild. An elemen- 
tary application of tho rule of throe 
will show just^ >vhy the Moutrealurs 
who really cure have to put up with 
the rubbish they get.
